To direct the Application ol‘ ihe Sum of Fifty thousand Pounds, 
and of such further Sums as may be granted for ihc benefit 
of the Company of Undertakers of ihe Grand Ganal, in 
Ireland ■. and to^imend an Act of the Parliament Ireland^ 
of the 40th year of ills present Majesty, “ for granting the 
Sum of Five liundred thousand Pounds, for promoting 
Inland Navigation in Ireland’” and tor other Purposes 
relating to tlie Inland Navigation of Ireland.

And whereas in piu-snance of the said Report, the Commons of the 
lUnited Kingdom, in Parliament assembled, have resolved to grant to 
His Majesty, in the present year, a sum of Fifty thousand Poumis, Insk 
‘currency, to be applied, upon certain conditions, for tlio benefit of the pa,, 
•Company of Undertakers of The Grand Canal, iu Ireland-i 

May it please Your MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enacted ; ana he it eifaetta by The KING’S Most 
Excellent Majestv, by and with the Advice and Consent of the lords 
Spiriln-al and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority ofthe same, THAT at any time after 

by or out of such such Monies as Tta ,C. 

shall at anv time or times remain in the Receipt of the Exchequer of

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Funi, forthe Of of tlic Consolidated Fund of Ireland, (after paying, or re- 

GmndCnnai serving Sufficient to pay all such sum and sums of Monev as have been 
Cauipaiiy. directed by any former Act or Acts of Parliament to be paid out of the 
same) there shall and may be issued, by order of the Lord Lieutenant- 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Inland for the time being, as 
he or they shall think fi', from time to time, any sum or sums ol'Money 
not exceeding in the whole the sum of Fifty thousand Pounds, to the 
Treasurer of the said Company of Undertakers of the Grand Canal in 
Ireland, to be by the sahl Treasurer of the said Com])any applied in 
the liquidation of the De''ts of the said Company, in such manner as 
the Lord High Treasurer of Ireland for the time being, or the Com- 
missioners for executing the said Office of Lord High Treasurer, or any 
or more of them, shall direct and approvt; ; and also subject to 
and under such directions and provisions as are contained in this Act: 
And the T-ord High Treasurer of Ireland, or the Commissioners for ex- 
ecuting the said Office of Lord High Treasurer, or any or 

more of them for the time beitfg, is and are hereby authorized to issue 
the said sum of Fifty thousand pounds Irish currency accordingly. 

AND whereas, one of the Conditions upon wliich the said Committee 
of the Honourable House of Commons recommended the advance of 
the said sum of One himdred and fifty thoiksaud Pounds, is, that the 
said Company should themselves advance the sum of Fifty thousand 
Pounds ; the whole of both the said sums to be appH-etl, in similar pro- 
])orticms, to the liquidation of the Debts of the said Company; BE it 
therefur-e Enacted, That before any part of ihe said sum of Fifty thou- 
sand Pounds, to be issued under the authority of this Act, in the present 
year, or any further sum of Money to be granted on account of tlie said 
sum of One hundred and .fifty thousand Pounds, so recommended to be 
advanced as aforesaid, shall be issued or paid over to the said Corajjanv, 
or to their Treasurer, or any person for their u.se, the said Company shall 
set apart, out of any Funds, Monies or Securities, belonging to the said 
Company, a sum of Money equal to part of such sum 

as shall from time to time be directed to be issued for the use of the said 
Company ; and the same shall be placed in tlie liank of Ireland, in the 
names of, the Commissioners of The d’reasury of Ireland and of The 
Treasurer of the said Company ; and the said Company shall apply such 
sum of Money so set apart, together with such sum as siiall at anytime 
be so issued to the said Company, in the payment or liquidation of such 
Debts of the said Company, and in such manner and at such times and 
in such proportions and under such regulations, as tlie said Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury, or any of them, slia'l, upon represen-

And be it furtlier Enacted, That the Book-keeper, Accountant or other

AND witcreas the said Company of Undertakers of the Grand Canal 
are at present possessed of or entitled into certain Collieries and Coal- 
^ mines, with divers Lands and Hei-editaraents thereto belonging, in the 
Queen's County \x\j7'eland, whereon considerable sumsof Moneyhave been 
expended; and it is cx|«;dicnt that tl>e said Collieries and Coalmines, 
Lands and Hereditaments should he sold and disposed of, as soon as pos- 
sible, and the produce of the same applied as hereinafter mentimiecl; BE 
it therelore Enacted, That all the said Collieries and Coalmines, Lands 
and nercdilaments, and every of tliem, shall be sold and disposed of by 
the siud Company, as soon as conveniently may be after the 

and that all and evey sum and sums of Money to 
be produced by the Sale thereof, after payment of the necessary Expenses 
alienclingsuch Sale, shall be applied by the said Company in and towards 
the liquidation, paying off and decreasing the Debts of tim said Company, 
in the most effectual ami advantageous manner tliat can be devised by 
tbe Directors ot the said Company for the time being; and that until 
the said Coalmines and Collieries, Lands and Hereditaments sliall be so 
sold and disposed of by the said Company, the clear Monies and Profits 
-of the same, after payment of all Expenses of working and managing 
the said Coalmines and Collieries, shall -be applied by the said Company 
Mti and towards the liquidation, paying off and decreasing the Debts of

Provided always, that in case the Tolls, Rates, Duties and other sum and 
sums of Money and Income, which shall or may arise to tlie said Com- 
pany from tlie said Grand.

•Canal, and the payment of the Interest of the Debts of the said Com- 
party, then and in such case it shall and may be lawful for the said 
Company, to apply so much and such parts of the clear Income or Pro- 
ils of the said Coal mines, Collieries, Lands and Hereditaments, as may 
be necessary for that purpose, towards the payment of the said Expenses 
of the said Canal and the Interest of the said Debts, in aid and so far 

13 only as the said Tolls, Rates, Duties, sum and sums of Money and In- 
come arising from the said Canal, shall not be sufficient for that pur- 
pose; and that in such case so much of the clear Monies and Profits of 
the said Coal mines, Collieries, Lands and Hereditaments, as shall remain, 
after providing for the excess of the Expenses of the said Canal, in aid 
of the other Funds thereof as aforesaid, shall be applied towards the 
hquirJation and paying off and decreasing the Debts of the said Company 
m manner aforesaid.

said Company, shall refuse, or wilfully neglect to do any matter or thing fov'e^taVrof 
required to be done, or to observe and comply with any Direction or 
Regulation required to be observed by him or them under this Act, or 
shall do any thing contrary to the directions of this Act, whereby 
the intent and purpose of this Act, and of the provisions therein con- 
tained, shall be frustrated or rendered ineffective, or the operation of this 
Act shall be delayed or prevented, every such Director, Treasurer, 

Accountant or other Officer of the said Company, and every Proprietor 
of such Joint Stock, so wdlfully neglecting or refusing to act, or so actiit"-

to be recovered by any person who will sue for the same in any of His 
Majesty’s Courts of Record in Dublin, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, 
or information, in which no Essoign, Protection or Wager of Law, nor 
more than one Imparlance shall be allowed ; and after judgment for such 
penalty against any Director, Treasurer, Accountant, Book-keeper, or 
other Officer of the said Company, such Director, Treasurer, Accountant, 

' Book-keeper or other Officer, shall forfeit and lose such his place or office, 

and shall be ipso facto deprived of the same ; and shall be, and is hereby 
declared to be incapacitcil from holding or exercising the same, or of 
being again elected thereto, any Election, Appointment, Charter, Law, 
Statute or Usage, notwithstanding. 

Empowjring AND vvliercas by an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in 
^Mntwdir«t the fortieth year of His present Majesty’s reign, intituled, ‘‘An Act 17 
S'thrSme- “ granting to His Majesty the sum of Five hundred thousand 
rick Naviga- “ Pounds, fov promoting Inland Navigation in Ireland, and for the 
Fund'^^anttd' “ other putposps therein mentioned, aird for authorizing the raising of 
by iHsh Act „ ^ Loan,” it was among other things enacted, that the 

sum of Five hundred thousand Pounds should be, and the same was, 
thereby granted to and vested in His Majesty, to be applied to the 
general system of Inland Navigation in Ireland, and particularly to the 
opening a communication between Dublin and the River Shannon, and 
to tlie rendering the Shannon navigable from Lough Allen to the Sea 
the said Sum to be raised in manner directed by the said recited Act j 
and it is highly expedient for carrying into effect the purposes of the 
said Act, that so much of the said sum of Five hundred thousand 18 
Pounds, as has not been appropriated or applied to the purposes of the 
said Act, and as may be sufficient for the purpose, should be applied in 
purchasing the Interest of the Limerick Navigation Company, in the 
Navigation and Works now vested in and belonging to the said Com- 
pany ; BE it therefore Enacted, That from and after the 

it shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to direct the Lord 
High Treasurer of Ireland, or the Commissioners for executing the 
said office, to raise and borrow, under any of the powers given by the 
said recited Act, such sum and sums of Money as may be requisite for 
the purchase of all the Interest of the said Company in the said Navi- 
gation, and to pay and apply such sum accordingly in such purchase, 
according to such orders as the Lord lieutenant, or other Chief Cover- ig 
nor or Governors of Ireland for the time being shall issue for that pur- 
pose; an^that immediately upon such purchase being completed, all 
right and interest of the said Company in the said Navigation, shall be 
transferred and conveyed to and vested in the Directors of all Workg 
relating to Inland Navigation in Ireland for the time being, appointed 
under and by virtue of the said Act; and the said Navigation, and all 
Tolls and Funds, and all Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments belong- 
ing to the same, shall be and become and remain vested in the said 
Directors, in like manner as in and by the said recited Act is directed, 
with respect to Navigations carried on and executed by means of Public

the fortieth year aforesaid, or any other Act, inasmuch as by Law the jheuSecreury. 
' 21 said Directors must at present in all cases sue and be sued by their 

several and distinct names and descriptions; BE it therefore Enacted, 

That from and after the . all Actions and 

Suits to be commenced or instituted by or on behalf of or against such 
Directors of all Works, relating to Inland Navigations in Ireland, now 
or hereafter, for the time being, shall and lawfully may be commenced 
and instituted and prosecuted by or against and in the name of the 
Secretary for the time being of the said Directors; and that all Prose- 
cutions to be brought or instituted by or on behalf of the said Directors, 
for fraud upon or against, or for embezzlement, robbery of or stealing 
the Property of the said Directors, or for any other offence committed 
22 against or with intent to injure or defraud the said Directors, shall and 
5 may be lawfully brought or instituted and carried on in the name of the 

Secretary for the time being of the said Directors; and any Offender 
or Offenders may thereupon be lawfully convicted of any such offence; 
and the death, resignation or removal, or other act, of such Secretary 
for the time being, shall not abate any such Action Suit or Pro- 
secution.
